BACKGROUND/OVERVIEW

Senate Bill 1007 (Hancock), currently enrolled and
awaiting the Governor’s signature would, among other
things, amend the definition of “elective office” (Sec-
tion 82023) and “ el ective state officer” (Section 82024)
toinclude elected membersof theBoard of Administra-
tion of the State Teachers Retirement Board.2 The pri-
mary purposeof thebill isasfollows:

“This bill would revise the definitions of
‘elective office’ and ‘elective state office’ for
purposes of the Political Reform Act of 1974 to
include membership on the boards described
aboveand would repeal theprovisionthat exempts
from the act candidates for election to those
boards, thereby subjecting those candidates, and
committees formed or existing primarily to
support or oppose those candidates, to the
reporting requirements of the act. The bill would
further make conforming changesto provisions of
the act relating to the reporting of late
contributions, the reporting of late independent
expenditures, thefiling of committee organization

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statements, and the filing of campaign statements
and preelection statements. In addition, the bill
would give the Far Political Practices
Commission the authority to adopt regulations to
taillor the act's reporting and disclosure
requirementsfor those candidates and committees
consistent with the purposes and provisions of the
act.”

One consequence of adding the elected members of
the Board of Administration of the State Teachers' Re-
tirement Board to the definition of “elective state of-
fice” isthat they are now considered elective state offi-
cers for purposes of Section 87200. Pursuant to Sec-
tions 8720187204, personslisted in Section 87200file
candidate, assuming office, annual, and leaving office
statements of economic interests. Regulation 18723(b)
provides specific dates for filing annual statements of
economic interests. It currently provides, in pertinent
part:

“(b) Theclosing datefor all personsrequired to
file Statements of Economic I nterests pursuant to
Government Code Section 87203 shall be
December 31. The filing deadlines for the
Statementsareasfollows:

“(1) For the Governor, Lieutenant Governor,
Attorney General, Insurance Commissioner,
Controller, Secretary of State, Treasurer,
Superintendent of Public Instruction, members of
the Legidature, members of the State Board of
Equalization, judges and commissioners of courts
of thejudicial branch of government, members of
the Public Utilities Commission, members of the
State Energy Resources Conservation and
Development Commission, members of the Fair
Political Practices Commission, members of the
Cdlifornia Coastal Commission, and members
elected to the Board of Administration of the
Public Employees Retirement System, the filing
deadlineshall beMarch 1.

“2). ..

“(3) For “other public officials who manage
public investments’ as that term is used in
Government Code Section 87200, the filing
deadlineshall beApril 1.”

Prior to enactment of the bill, members of the Board
of Administration of the State Teachers Retirement
Board were already considered Section 87200 filers,
but as“ other public officialswho manage publicinvest-
ments’ and therefore had a filing deadline of April 1
each year. With the addition of these officials into the
definition of “ elective state office” they now shouldfile
consistent with al other el ected state officers. For those
officials, they mustfileby March 1, rather than April 1.
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REGULATORY ACTION

The proposed amendment to Regulation 18723(b)
would be to add the phrase “and the Teachers' Retire-
ment Board” after “members elected to the Board of
Administration of the Public Employees Retirement
System.” Theamended sentencewouldread:

(1) For the Governor, Lieutenant Governor,
Attorney General, Insurance Commissioner,
Controller, Secretary of State, Treasurer,
Superintendent of Public Instruction, members of
the Legidlature, members of the State Board of
Equalization, judges and commissioners of courts
of thejudicial branch of government, members of
the Public Utilities Commission, members of the
State Energy Resources Conservation and
Development Commission, members of the Fair
Poalitical Practices Commission, members of the
Cdlifornia Coastal Commission, and members
elected to the Board of Administration of the
Public Employees Retirement System, and
memberselected tothe Board of Administration of
the Teachers Retirement Board, the filing
deadlineshall beMarch 1.

With this amendment, elected members of the Board
of Administration of the State Teachers Retirement
Board would berequired tofiletheir annual statements
of economicinterestsby March 1.

Please note, the changes necessitated by the bill
would impact a variety of other sections in the Act.
However, due to the urgency of setting out the revised
filing deadline for these officials, this notice pertains
only tothisregulation at thistime.

SCOPE

The Commission may delete provisions, adopt the
language noticed herein, or choose new languagetoim-
plementitspolicy.

When last revised, the pro-
posed amendment was to eliminate the “no value” rule
for tickets to 501(c)(3) non profit fundraisers. As a
middle approach, the exception waslimited to onetick-
et, but the exception was applied to al tickets to non-
profit and political fundraisers, not just to those under
the no value rule. This change has created confusion.
Staff recommends that the one ticket restriction only
apply totheno valuerulefor 501(c)(3) nonprofits. Staff
further recommends that the provision limiting the ap-
plication of the regulation to apolitical fundraiser only
ifitisheldin Californiabe eliminated so that all politi-
cal fundraisersareincluded.
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Repeal 2 Cal. Code Regs. § 18946.5: The provisions
of this regulation have been moved to Regulation
18942, the exceptions regulation. Accordingly, staff
proposesthat Regul ation 18946.5 berepeal ed.

Adopt Article 9, Sections 3900, 3900.1, 3905, 3910,
3920, 3930, 3940, 3945 and 3950. Thisproposed action
implements, interprets, and makes specific Sections
5813.5, 5840, 5846, 5847, 5848, 5892, and 5897(a),
Welfare and Institutions Code; Sections 2 and 3 of the
Mental Health ServicesAct.

INFORMATIVE DIGEST/POLICY STATEMENT
OVERVIEW

This rulemaking action clarifies and makes specific
the Prevention and Early Intervention (PEI) component
of theMental Health ServicesAct (MHSA) and will en-
able counties to transform California's mental health
system. Prevention and Early Intervention targetsindi-
viduals at risk for, or experiencing, a mental illness/
emotional disturbance at its earliest stages, and pro-
motes positive mental health. This is a new role for
many in the mental health community, and provides a
unique opportunity for intervention with a positive,
proactive approach, versus what has traditionally been
seenasafail first system.

The California voters approved Proposition 63 dur-
ing the November 2004 General Election. Proposition
63 became effective on January 1, 2005 as the Mental
Health Services Act (MHSA). The MHSA expands
mental health services to children/youth, adults and
older adults who have serious mental illness or serious
emotional disturbance and whose service needs are not
being met through other funding sources. Through im-
position of al1% tax on personal incomein excessof $1
million, the MHSA providesthe opportunity for the De-
partment of Mental Health (DMH) to offer increased
funding, personnel and resources to support county
mental health programs and monitor progress toward
statewide goals for children/youth, adults, older adults
andfamilies.

The MHSA directs the county mental health pro-
gramsto devel op and submit athree—year planto DMH,
which DMH has called the Three-Year Program and
Expenditure Plan (Plan). The Plan is comprised of five
components of activities and/or services for which the
funding established under the MHSA can be spent. The
components are Community Services and Supportsfor
children, transition—age youth, adults and older adults;
Capital Facilitiesand Technological Needs; Workforce
Educationand Training; Preventionand Early Interven-
tion; and Innovative Programs.

Given the scale of each component, DMH isimple-
menting each component on a sequential and/or
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phased—in approach. Accordingly, regulations related

to each component are being drafted through a concur-

rent process as the MHSA components are devel oped.

The Department drafted regulations governing the

Community Servicesand Supportsfirst and these were

made final in February 2008. Since it was imperative

that the Department begin to distribute funds to the

Counties to allow the programs and services to com-

mence, the Department included in this initial regu-

latory package, fiscal reporting requirements and im-

plemented regulations based on its authority in the law

anditscurrent accounting system.
The Prevention and Early Intervention component of
theMHSA ischargedwith:

1) preventing serious mental illness and emotional
disturbance by promoting mental health, reducing
mental health risk factors, and building the
resilienceof individuals; and

intervening to address mental health problems
early intheir emergence. Effective Prevention and
Early Intervention strategies reduce the need for
more costly mental health treatments, as well as
thelikelihood of future negative outcomes. Mental
health education and promotion, key elements of
Prevention and Early Intervention, have been
shown to contribute to the reduction of stigmaand
discrimination.
This Informative Digest accompanies the proposed
regul ationsto amend one regulation and adopt 14 regu-
lations, located in the California Code of Regulations
Title 9, Division 1, Chapter 14, Article 2, Definitions,
Article 3, General Requirements, Article 5, Reporting
Requirements and Article 9, Prevention and Early In-
tervention.

INFORMATIVE DIGEST/POLICY STATEMENT
OVERVIEW

Businessand Professions Code section 4005 general -
ly authorizes the board to amend rules and regulations
necessary for the protection of the public pertaining to
the practice of pharmacy and the administration of
Chapter 9 of Division 2 of the Businessand Professions
Code.

Business and Professions Code section 4200.2 sets
forth therequirementsthat theboard shall utilizefor the
development of the California Practice Standards and
Jurisprudence Examinationfor Pharmacists.

Business and Professions Code section 4202 sets for
therequirementsfor theissuance of apharmacy techni-
cianapplicant.

Business and Professions Code section 4231 speci-
fiesthenumber of hoursof continuing education aphar-
macist must complete during atwo—year period preced-
ing an application for renewal. This section also speci-
fies that a pharmacist does not require completion of
continuing education for thefirst renewal of apharma-
cistlicense.

Business and Professions Code section 4232 speci-
fies the content of courses that may be approved for
continuing education for the renewal of apharmacist’s
license.

This proposed regulation would amend Section
1732.2 to provide for consistency in terminology used,
and to specify avariety of ways approved by the board
that anindividual may accrue continuing education sat-
isfactory to the board. While none would be arequire-
ment for renewal of apharmacist’sor pharmacy techni-
cian'slicense, thefollowing arewaysinwhich thispro-
posal would permit an individual to acquire board ap-
proved continuing education:

e A pharmacist serving on a designated
subcommittee of the board for purposes of
developing the California Practice Standards and
Jurisprudence Examination for pharmacists may
beawarded upto six hoursof continuing education
annually for conducting a review of exam test
guestions, asproposed,;

e A pharmacist or a pharmacist technician may
receive a specified number of hours of continuing

education for attending board and/or committee
meetings, asproposed;

e A pharmacist who completes the Pharmacist
Self-Assessment Mechanism (PSAM) that is
administered through the National Association of
Boards of Pharmacy may be awarded up to six
hoursof continuing education; and

e An individual may be awarded three hours of
continuing education for successfully passing the
examination administered by the Commission for
Certificationin Geriatric Pharmacy.

This proposed regulation would al so amend subdivi-
sion (@) of section 1732.2 of Title 16 of the California
Code of Regulations to change the word “credit” to
“hours’, so as to be consistent with the definition of
“hour” that isspecifiedin existing regul ationsin section
1732(b) of Title 16 of the California Code of Regula-
tions.

Existing regulations contained in Article 4 of Divi-
sion 17 of Title 16 California Code of Regulations (be-
ginning at section 1732) specify accreditation agencies
for continuing education, requirements for accredited
providers, requirements for continuing education
courses, provider audit requirements, renewal require-
ments for a pharmacist, exemptions from CE require-
ments, and a complaint mechanism for a provider.
However, existing law does not specify additional
methods of accruing CE that would be deemed “satis-
factory” totheboard.

This proposed regulation will provide additional
board—approved continuing education options avail-
able to applicants for renewal of a pharmacist license.
Theboard does not currently require continuing educa-
tion for an applicant for renewal of a pharmacy techni-
cianlicense. However, oneof the qualifying methods of
an applicant for apharmacy technicianlicenseiscertifi-
cation through the Pharmacy Technician Certification
Board (PTCB) pursuant to section 4202 of the Business
and Professions Code. For purposes of maintaining cer-
tification with the PTCB, pharmacy technicians must
meet that board’s requirements for continued educa-
tion. Thisproposed regul ation specifiesboard approved
continuing education optionsfor pharmacy technicians
licensed by theBoard of Pharmacy.

Background

Richard Geney and Rod Stevenson (Applicant) pro-
poseto construct commercial/industrial condominiums
with vehicle parking and associated infrastructure on
2.1 acres. The 3192 Juniper Avenue Devel opment Proj-
ect (Project) located at 3192 Juniper Avenue west of
Highway 101 and north of Todd Road, currently con-
tainsresidential and light industrial development. The
Project site supports 1.06 acres of habitat including
0.016 acreof seasonal wetlands.

TheProject activitiesdescribed above areexpected to
incidentally take Californiatiger salamander (Ambysto-
macaliforniense) (CTS). In particular CTScould bein-
cidentally taken by being crushed or entombed in bur-
rows as a result of heavy equipment operation, being
run over by vehicles, and foot traffic. The Sonoma
County Distinct Population Segment of the California
tiger salamander isdesignated asan endangered species
under the Federal Endangered Species Act (ESA) (16
U.S.C. § 1531 et seq.) and the speciesis designated as
threatened throughout its entire range in Californiaun-
der the California Endangered Species Act (CESA)
(Fish& G. Code, § 2050 et seq.). (See Cal. Code Regs.,
tit. 14, 8 670.5, subd. (b)(3)(G).)

Notifier:

CTS individuals have been documented as present
within 1.3 miles of the Project site and thereis suitable
CTS habitat within and adjacent to the Project site. Be-
cause of the proximity of the nearest documented CTS,
dispersal patterns of CTS, and the presence of suitable
CTS habitat within the Project site, the United States
Fish & Wildlife Service (Service) determined that CTS
isreasonably certain to occur withinthe Project siteand
that Project activities are expected to result in theinci-
dental take of CTS as defined under federal law. Ac-
cording to the Service, the Project will result inthe per-
manent|ossof 1.06 acresof upland CTShabitat.

Because the Project is expected to result in take of
species designated as endangered under the federal
ESA, the United States Army Corps of Engineers
(Corps) consulted with the Service as required by the
ESA. On May 6, 2010, the Service issued a biological
opinion (BO) (Service file No. 81420-2008—-1787)
tothe Corps. The BO describesthe Project, requiresthe
Applicant to comply with terms of the BO and itsinci-
dental take statement (ITS), and incorporatesadditional
measures.

On August 26, 2010, the Director of the Department
of Fish and Game (DFG) received a notice from Ted
Winfield, on behalf of the Applicant, requesting adeter-
mination pursuant to Fish and Game Code section
2080.1 that the BO and its related ITS are consistent
with CESA for purposes of the Project. (Cal. Reg. No-
ticeRegister 2010, No. 37-Z, p. 1441.)

Deter mination

DFG has determined that the BO, including the ITS,
is consistent with CESA asto the Project and CTS be-
cause the mitigation measures contained in the BO and
ITS meet the conditions set forth in Fish and Game
Code section 2081, subdivisions (b) and (c), for autho-
rizing incidental take of CESA-listed species. Specifi-
cally, DFGfindsthat: (1) takeof CTS, will beincidental
to an otherwise lawful activity; (2) the mitigation mea-
sures identified in the BO and ITS, will minimize and
fully mitigate theimpacts of the authorized take; (3) ad-
equate funding is ensured to implement the required
avoidance minimization and mitigation measures and
to monitor compliance with and effectiveness of those
measures, and (4) the Project will not jeopardize the
continued existence of CTS. The mitigation measures
intheBO and I TSinclude, but arenot limitedto, thefol -
lowing:

Avoidance, Minimization, and Mitigation M easures

e Applicant haspurchased 1.03 acresof CTShabitat
conservation credits at the Hazel Mitigation Bank
and 0.03 acre of CTS habitat conservation credits
at the Swift/Turner Conservation Bank, for a

combined total of 1.06 acres of CTS habitat
conservation credits.
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e Applicant will enclose al food and food—related
trash items in sealed trash containers and will
remove the containers completely from the site
onceevery threedays.

e Applicantwill maintainall equipment sotherewill
be no leaks of automotive fluids such as gasoline,
oils, or solvents.

e Applicant will store al hazardous materials in
seal ablecontainersin adesignated location at | east
200 feet fromaquatic habitats.

e Construction workers will attend a training
session by abiologist beforework is started. After
theinitial training session, all new personnel will
also be given a training session. This training
session will include pictures of CTS, information
on the biology of CTS, the measures required to
protect CTS, federal and state regulations, and
whattodoif CTSisfound.

e |If CTS are found on the Project site by a
construction worker, the worker will immediately
inform the biological monitor. All work will halt
immediately and machinery turned off within 100
feet of the CTS. The biologist will capture and
removethe CTSfromthework area.

e Before the start of work each morning, the
biological monitor will check for CTS under any
equi pment such asvehiclesand stored pipes.

M onitoring and Reporting M easures

e A trained biological monitor will be present at al
times when work isin progress at the Project site.
A Service—approved hiologist will be responsible
for appropriatetraining of themonitor.

e A record of al CTS observed and the outcome of
that observation will be kept by the biologist and
submitted tothe Service.

e Ifthebiologist hasrequested astop work order due
to take of any listed species, the Service and DFG
will be notified within one working day viaemail
or telephone.

Financial Assurances

e The Applicant has provided financial assurances
consistent with CESA in the form of a completed
purchase of 1.06 acres of CTS conservation
credits, from the Hazel Mitigation Bank and the
Swift/Turner Conservation Bank as documented
by one Bill of Sale dated May 10, 2010 and two
Billsof Saledated September 9, 2008.

Pursuant to Fish and Game Code section 2080.1, inci-
dental take authorization under CESA is not required
for the Project for incidental take of CTS provided the
Applicant implements the Project as described in the
BO, including adherence to all measures contained

therein, and complieswith the mitigation measuresand
other conditions described in the BO and ITS. If there
are any substantive changes to the Project, including
changes to the mitigation measures, or if the Service
amendsor replacestheBO and I TS, the Applicant shall
be required to obtain a new consistency determination
or a CESA incidental take permit for the Project from
DFG. (Seegenerdly Fish& G. Code, 88 2080.1, 2081,
subds. (b) and(c).)

In making this determination, DFG acknowledges
that the Project site is within the range of Sebastopol
meadowfoam (Limnanthes vinculans), Sonoma sun-
shine (Blennosperma bakeri), and Burke's goldfields
(Lasthenia burkei), species designated as endangered
under both ESA and CESA. (See Cal. Code Regs.,, tit.
14,8 670.2, subds. (8)(21)(D), (a)(4)(B) and (a)(4)(L).)
Furthermore, in its BO, including the ITS, the Service
indicated that, while the plant species have never been
observed or otherwise documented to exist on the Proj-
ect site, there is potentia that the Project site may in-
cludeaseed bank for oneor moreof the plants. The BO,
asaresult, includes measuresto address potential Proj-
ect impactsto these species, recognizing only the possi-
bility of related impacts. Against this backdrop, given
the definition of take for purposes of CESA, this deter-
minationislimitedto CTS. The Applicantisawarethat,
for purposes of CESA, take of Sebastopol meadow-
foam, Sonoma sunshine, and Burke's goldfields as de-
fined by statelaw isprohibitied, except asauthorized by
theFishand Game Code. (Fish& G. Code 8§ 86, 2080.)

The Sonoma County Office of Education (Applicant)
proposes to construct a community school on a
4.42—acre sitelocated at 3255 and 3267 Dutton Avenue
inthe southwestern part of the City of SantaRosain So-
noma County. The Dutton Community School Project
(Project) includes construction of 21,000 sgquare feet
(sf) of buildings, play fields, and attendant facilities.
The buildings will include a 1,000 sf administration
building, two large classrooms with acombined area of
6,000 sf, two medium—sized classrooms with a com-
bined area of 3,000 sf, five standard classrooms with a
combined area of 5,000 sf, and a 5,700 sf multi—use
room.

In particular, California tiger sala-
mander could be incidentally taken by being crushed,
and Californiatiger salamander could be entombed in
burrowsasaresult of heavy equipment operation, being
run over by vehicles, and by foot traffic. The Sonoma
County Distinct Population of Californiatiger salaman-
der is designated as an endangered species under the
federal Endangered Species Act (ESA) (16 U.S.C.
81531 et seq) and Cadlifornia tiger salamander
throughout its range in California is designated as a
threatened species under the California Endangered
Species Act (CESA) (Fish & G. Code, 8 2050 et seq.).
(SeeCal. CodeRegs,, tit. 14, § 670.5, subd. (b)(3)(G).)

Cadlifornia tiger salamander individuals are docu-
mented as present along the northern boundary of the
Project site. The Project siteisalso within 2,200 feet of
a documented breeding pond, and there is occupied
Cdliforniatiger salamander habitat within and adjacent
tothe Project site. Because of the proximity of the near-
est documented California tiger salamander, dispersal
patterns of California tiger salamander, and the pres-
ence of suitable California tiger salamander habitat
withintheProject site, theUnited StatesFish & Wildlife
Service (Service) determined that Californiatiger sala-
mander are reasonably certain to occur within the Proj-
ect site and that Project activities are expected to result
in the incidental take of California tiger salamander.
According to the Service, the Project will result in the
permanent loss of 4.13 acres of California tiger sala
mander upland habitat.

Becausethe Project isexpected toresult in take under
federal law of aspeciesdesignated asendangered under
the ESA, the Applicant applied to the Servicefor aper-
mit pursuant to Section 10(a)(1)(B) of the ESA. On Au-
gust 12, 2008, the Serviceissued a Section 10(a)(1)(B)
permit (Service file No. TE190109-0) (Permit) to the
Applicant. Additional specia terms and conditions
were amended into the Permit viaan e-mail dated Au-
gust 23, 2010. The Permit describes the Project, re-
quiresthe Applicant to comply with termsof the Permit,
and requires the Applicant to implement and adhere to
measures contained within the Sonoma County Office
of Education Low—Effect Habitat Conservation Plan
(LEHCP).

On August 24, 2010 the Director of the Department
of Fishand Game (DFG) received anoticefromthe Ap-
plicant requesting a determination pursuant to Fish and

Game Code section 2080.1 that the Permit and its re-
lated LEHCP are consistent with CESA for purposes of
the Project. (Cal. Reg. Notice Register 2010, No. 36—Z,
p.1385.)

Determination

DFG has determined that the Permit and its related
LEHCP are consistent with CESA asto the Project de-
scribed inthe LEHCP for purposes of the Californiati-
ger salamander because the mitigation measures and
conditions contained in the Permit and LEHCP, meet
the conditions set forth in Fish and Game Code section
2081, subdivisions (b) and (c), for authorizing inciden-
tal take of CESA-listed species. Specifically, DFG
finds that: (1) take of Californiatiger salamander will
be incidental to an otherwise lawful activity; (2) the
mitigation measures identified in the Permit and
LEHCPwill minimizeand fully mitigate theimpacts of
theauthorized take; (3) the Applicant has provided ade-
quate funding to implement the required avoidance
minimization and mitigation measures and to monitor
compliance with, and effectiveness of those measures;
and (4) the Project will not jeopardize the continued ex-
istence of California tiger salamander. The mitigation
measuresin the Permit and LEHCP include, but are not
limitedto, thefollowing:

Avoidance, Minimization, and Mitigation M easures

e Applicant will purchase 8.26 acres of California
tiger sadlamander habitat credits at a Service— and
DFG—approved conservation and/or mitigation
bank within the Santa Rosa Plain prior to ground
disturbingactivities.

e Applicant will provide copies of the purchase
agreementsfor therequired creditsprior to ground
disturbingactivities.

e Applicant will passively exclude California tiger
salamander from the Project site during the winter
prior to construction by instaling fences and
ramps to allow California tiger salamander to
leavetheProject site.

e  Applicant will provide construction workers with
atraining session beforework is started. After the
initial training session, al new personnel will also
be given atraining session. This training session
will include pictures of Cadlifornia tiger
sadlamander, information on the biology of
Californiatiger salamander, themeasuresrequired
to protect Californiatiger salamander, federal and
State regulations, and what to do if a California
tiger salamander isfound.

M onitoring and Reporting M easures
e A Serviceand DFG—approved biological monitor
will be on the Project site for the entire period

during which the school isunder construction and
earthwork isinprogress.
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e The hiological monitor will have the authority to
halt Project activities at any time to prevent
harming California tiger salamander or when
protectivemeasureshavebeenviolated.

e |f aCdiforniatiger salamander is found on the
Project site by a construction worker, the worker
will immediately inform the biological monitor.
The Applicant will halt work immediately and
machinery will beturned off within 100 feet of the
Cdliforniatiger salamander. A Service—approved
Biologist will capture al Cadlifornia tiger
salamanders found and release them at an
approved [ocation within one hour of capture.

e  Thebiological monitor will prepare afinal report
summarizing al Project operations and submit it
tothe Serviceand DFG.

e Applicant will report all observations of
Cdliforniatiger salamander to DFG by submitting
Cdlifornia Natural Diversity Database field
sheets.

Financial Assurances

e Applicant will provide financial assurances
consistent with CESA by providing copies of all
credit purchase agreements to the Service and
DFG before starting ground disturbing Project
activities.

Pursuant to Fish and Game Code section 2080.1, take
authorization under CESA is not required for the Proj-
ect for incidental take of California tiger salamander
provided the Applicant implements the Project as de-
scribed inthe LEHCP and complieswith the mitigation
measures and other conditions described in the Permit
and LEHCRP  If there are any substantive changesto the
Project, including changes to the mitigation measures,
or if the Service amends or replaces the Permit or
LEHCP, the Applicant will be required to obtain a new
consistency determination or a CESA incidental take
permit for the Project from DFG. (Seegenerally Fish&
G. Code, 88 2080.1, 2081, subds. (b) and (c).)

In making this determination, DFG acknowledges
that the Project site is within the range of Sebastopol
meadowfoam (Limnanthes vinculans), a plant species
designated as endangered under both ESA and CESA.
(SeeCal. CodeRegs,, tit. 14, § 670.2, subd. (a)(21)(D).)
InitsPermit and LEHCP, the Service concluded that no
Sebastopol meadowfoam have been observed on the
Project site and that the habitat on the Project siteisun-
suitablefor Sebastopol meadowfoam. The Applicant is
aware that, for purposes of CESA, take of Sebastopol
meadowfoam as defined by state law is prohibited, ex-
cept as authorized by the Fish and Game Code.
